Ottawa, Jan, 18—Apart from a dis- 
cussion in the house yesterday as to 
the means of preventing the 
British flag being debased to advertis- 


ing uses, and a further debate on the 
details of the Inquiries Act, which 
Wandered inevitably to the question of 
dismissals by the new gvuvernment, 
» the house today had rather an empty 
session, 

The attendance was light all day as 
during the afternoon and most of the 
evening the reception given by the 
cabinet ladies to the members of the 
house and their wives and families, 
kept the attendance in the commons 
down to a minimum, 

The evening session was taken up 
for part of the time questioning the 
minister of laber ,Mr. Crothers, about 
the dismissaly of Labor Gazette cor- 
respondents. Mr, Verville, Montreal, 
took a prominent part in this, while 
a number of other members on the 
Liberal side advanced cases from in 
or near their own constituencies where 
Labor Gazette men had been dismiss- 
ed for, as they claimed, ne apparent 
cause, 

No More Flag Waving. 

When the House met, G. H. Brad- 
bury (Selkirk) introduced a bill to 
prevent the desecration of the British 
flag. He said that at the present 
lume the flag is frequently defaced for 
advertising putposes. It ts also 
made use of by auctioneers to adver- 
tise their public sales. Mr. Brad- 
bury thought it was bigh time to put 
u stop to these base uses of the 
inion Jack. 

Hon. H. R Emmerson (Westmore- 
land) declared that the flag was de- 
based in other ways than by being 
used for advertising pu: poses, Dur- 
ing the recent election there had been 
a great misuse of the flag. He had 
seen it printed side by side with the 
Stars and Stripes and under them the

inscription: “Under which flag.”’ No 
political party in Canada had any 
right to claim a monopoly of the 
flag, and any party which does 580 
should be penalized. 


An Insult to Canadians, 

Hon. Dr. Pugsley produced a news- 
paper, Which he said contained the 
statement that an employee ov the 
government had written a letter in 
September last saying that the use to 
which the flag was being put was an) 
insult to loyal Canadians. For hav- 
ing expressed this view, he was dis- 
missed from office by the govern- 
ment. 

The matter was then allowed | 
drop and the bill was given a first 
reading.

The Inquiries Act Was then resumed 
in committee Hom C. J. Doherty, 
minister of justice, aecepted in an 
amended form the amenoment mov- 
ed by. Mr. Pugsley the other day, 
which provided that any person Un-

Adopts Paugsicy Amendments. 
The amendment as introduced bys 


the minister provided that any per 
son under investigation “may be’ 
represented by counsel and that any 
person against whom a definite s¢ 
cusation is brought “shall be repre 
sented. This was satis actory to 
Mr. Pugsley and the Opposition, 

The Minister of Justice, however, 
retused to accept the amendment of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, striking out that 
section of the bill under which au- 
thority is given to experts, engineers 
and other sub-commiseioners, to take 
formal evidence, He pro dosed, 
however, that this power shou'd be 
delegated not by the members of the 
Public Service Commission, but by 
order in council, 

Not Satisfactory. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that while 
this was an improvemint on the 
legislation a* originally suggested it 
was not entirely satis actory. 1 
still left room for the appointment of 
a large number of roving commis- 
sions, all having the power to take 
evidence.
